America's first peacetime holi­ 
day since 1941 brought tragedy as 
well as celebration. 
At least 352 deaths were count­ 
ed in the nation as the Labor Day 
observance came to an end. 
The accidental death toll jumped 
this year from 245 for Labor Day 
week end in 1944, but still was 
considerably lower than the 626 
toll for Laibor Day, 1941, before 
Pearl Harbor. 
Automobile accidents accounted 
for much of the increase. 
At least 
304 persons were killed in traffic. 
There were 68 drownings and 90 
f a t a l i t i e s from miscellaneous 
causes. 
In Ohio, at least 27 persons died.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4—The 
Japanese house of peers this af 
ternoon resolved ‘“to acknowledge 
the reality of our defeat” and 
cut a way out of the present sit 
uation and embark upon a new 
course of national rebuilding". 
Emperor Hirohlto himself opened 
the 
parliamentary 
session 
this 
morning, calling for the Japanese 
to "surmount the manifold hard 
ships and trials attending termln 
atlon of the war, make manifest 
the innate glory of Japan's nation 
a1 policy, win the confidence of 
the world, and devote ourselves to 
reconstruction In every field”. 
The resolution adopted later by 
the house of peers expressed de 
termination to rebuild the nation 
with a view to safeguarding the 
age-old national structure and con 
tributlng to world peace, in order 
that his majesty's mind may be 
put at rest”. 
Hirohlto had terminated the war 
the resolution said, “in profound 
consideration of the welfare of his 
subjects". 
The emperor, who appeared In 
person at the opening session did 
not once use the word "surrender’ 
in the imperial rescript as broad 
cast by 
the 
Doruei agency, but 
merely referred to “termination of 
the war” and "cessation of hos­ 
tilities”. 
All Japanese were called upon 
to "unite in service to the slate 
with greater zeal than ever”. 
The opening session included a 
report on commerce and industry 
which said Japanese aircraft pro 
Unction hit a peak of 2,857 a month 
In June, 1944, and dropped to 1,003 
last July, according to the Dom el 
broadcasts recorded by the federal 
communications commission.

HIROSHIMA BIS 
PILE OF RUBBLE 


Newsmen Get First Look A 


Historic Devastation

HIROSHIMA, Sept. 4 — Street 
cars rattle along the streets where 
not a single building stands. A few 
deadpan 
civilians 
peddle 
slowly 
through the rubble. 
Block after block contains only 
a thin covering of rusting tin, 
few stones and some broken bricks 
The twisted frames of less than 
a dozen buildings stand alone in 
the midst of a place that was once 
touted as Japan's most modernized 
city. 
That was the Hiroshima I saw 
today with the first American post 
war visitors to the world's first 
target of the atomic bomb. 
We landed in a B-17 at the 2, 
000-foot Kure airstrip and drove to 
Hiroshima. 
Worst Of W ar 
For its size, no city in the world 
was wiped out so completely by 
bombs as was this metropolis of 
400,000, whose heart was smashed 
completely by a single application 
of atomic power. The buildings— 
once the most modern of the Jap 
anese 
empire — were s i m p l y 
smashed, not split apart as from 
an ordinary demolition raid, hut 
leveled over the ground. 
By contrast, Bremen, Hamburg 
ami Berlin seem almost untouched. 
Of the few recognizable pieces 
of buildings still standing, only one 
remains of possible service. In it 
Hiroshima's bank* 
have 
set 
up 
counters and there several hundred 
Japanese waited to do business. 
Pedestrians and cyclists stared 
blankly hut docilely as our party 
wandered for two hours through 
Ute ruins. 
Headquarters Want Up 
The Japanese Second army head­ 
quarters was wiped out, and 
a 
number of generals were killed. 
Htrununl Dada!, chief of police 
said: "We expect the death toll 
to pass 80,000.” 
Two English-speaking guides ac 
companied us on the tour. One was 
physician. He said any of the 
survivors who had been shocked 
by the atomic bomb were in dan 
ger: that even slight scratches or 
hums 
became 
infected, 
induced 
fevers and both internal and ex 
ternal bleeding, and many died of 
apparently minor burns. 
No counter agent for any of the 
atomic 
bom b after-symptoms has 
been discovered, he said. 
The Sacramento • born Japanese 
guide said that in contrast to the 
official report of 53,000 dead here 
from the atomic bomb, it was gen­ 
erally believed that 100,000 already 
bad died and that 200,000 others 
were injured so severely they were 
fated to die.

partly to blame for national unpreparedness at. 
Pearl Harbor Is unworthy of his Intelligence. 
It Is true that the people were not prepared for 
what happened. It Is true that they did not In­ 
struct their state department, war department, 
navy department and their chief executive to do 
what needed to be done. 
But when did Hie people become responsible 
for national defense? 
How could public opinion have crystallized on 
issues handled so secretively that even some im­ 
portant officials of the federal government were 
Ignorant of the explosive possibilities? How could 
Joe Doakes, John Doe and their families know 
about the negotiations with Japan when the nego­ 
tiations were confidential—and were to remain 
that way until the state department/a publication 
of correspondence long after Pearl Harbor? 
No, Mr. Truman, let’a not blame the people 
for the sucker punch that America caught at 
Pearl Harbor. Let’s blame the notion, rather, 
that affairs of state should be conducted beyond 
and above the people’s knowledge. That was the 
souce of the people’s Ignorance—the contention 
that the people can’t be trusted with Information 
about matters of their own life and death. Only 
to the extent can the people be blamed, or even 
asked to share the blame for Pearl Harbor. They 
should have raised a clamor against the under- 
the-table moves being made In their name by 
men who thought they knew all the answers and 
didn’t. 
The unresolved issue about Pearl Harbor—the 
only one that matters—la whether or not Gen. 
Short and Adm. Klmmel were unjustly given the 
bulk of the blame to preserve the prestige of 
someone else. Both men have asked for a chance 
to tell their side of the story 
not the war de­ 
t r i m e n t nor the navy department aide, but their 
aide. No one is hunting for a scapegoat. The hunt 
Is to try to find who, besides Gen. Short and 
Adm. Kimmell, shared responsibility for the 3,000 
deaths a t Pearl Harbor and the thousands more 
that followed because the United States was 
caught in an obvious trap baited with Its own 
carelessness. 


All Proposals Gratefully Received 
\ N administrative recommendation that lend- 
lease balances should be written off Is not 
binding on congress. All other proposals will be 
gratefully received. 
The fact Is, however, that the disposal of lend- 
lease balances already has been determined; It 
is not an open question. Lend-lease cannot be 
repaid in money without committing its debtors 
to turn over everything they can make for a gen­ 
eration. It cannot be repaid In goods without 
flooding the American market with bimong of dol­ 
lars* worth of competitive commodities. The total 
of 43 billion dollars minus a nominal five and a 
half billion In reverse lend-lease, is chargeable 
to war consumption. Aa President Truman has

Lend-lease will 
be a continuous obligation in the States for gen­ 
erations, Just as American tuxpapers are paying 
—alone for the unpaid debts of World War 
I. lf the debts of war cannot be paid by our allies, 
by what quirk of reasoning can they always bo 
paid by the United States?

HPHBRB la no particular news in the fact the 
office of war information will be discontinued. 
It was a wartime agency with a w a r t i m e func­ 
tion. 
But theet 
is important—and good—news in 
the fact Secretary of State Byrnes has been 
asked by President to put America’s foreign 
information service on a continuing basis, as a 
regular function of the state department. The 
war lias made three things about international 
Information d ea rer to most of us than they were 
before. 
First, there is a great dea, of curiosity about the 
United States. People want to know more about 
It. Second, with no systematic way to furnish in­ 
formation, there may be damaging gaps in the 
naterlal made available. Third, in order to com­ 
pete on even terms with governments that fur­ 
nish information, the United States needs to 
improve its program. 
There is an important Job to do, a proper 
Job and a job that can be done profitably for 
all concerned if those who handle It remember 
always that they are paid for answering ques­ 
tions about the United States, not for peddling 
propaganda. There is a sharp difference.

that even more It Is foreign med­ 
dling in their affairs, that it is 
the support which foreign coun­ 
tries 
have 
given 
revolutionary 
groups that prevents China from 
settling down to constructive life. 
John Hay recognized that fact 
when he was secretary of state, 
and his open door policy was a 
signal to Russia, France and other 
imperialistic 
countries 
that 
the 
United States was opposed to the 
partitioning of China Into spheres 
of Influence. 
This country took precisely that 
stand after the Boxer rebellion, 
after the first revolution and dur­ 
ing all the years of the republic. 
Nevertheless, China wa* parti­ 
tioned Into economic areas In which 
the British, the French, the Rus­ 
sians and the Germans and the 
Japanese Insisted upon their spe­ 
cial rights. 


t i r B once recognized propinquity 
* » as a right in the Lansing-Ishli 
agreement. In fact, when I first ar­ 
rived In China, even Austria, Bel­ 
gium and Italy owned concessions 
from 
which they generated eco­ 
nomic Imperialism. 
During recent years, only Japan 
and Russia continued 
to pursue 
Imperialistic policies In China. The 
Germans, Australians and, to all 
Intents and purposes, the Belgians 
and Italians were eliminated after 
the last war. 
French Influence was limited to 


the Yunan-Kwangsi area and out 
of the French concession in Shang­ 
hai, 
which 
became 
the 
opium 
smuggler’s paradise. The French 
concession 
at 
K wangchowwan 
amounted to nothing. The British 
continued to be economically Im­ 
portant as bankers and traders, 
particularly 
In 
Hong 
Kong and 
Shanghai, but their political Influ­ 
ence was reduced after 1927 when 
Chlang Kai-shek established 
the 
Nanking government. 
The 
Japanese 
expanded 
their 
power and their influence through 
Investments and by force. Their 
seizure of Manchuria In 1931 and 
their Infiltration Into Chinese politi­ 
cal organizations subsequently re­ 
duced large parts of China, parti­ 
cularly in the north, to a Japanese 
fief. 
The Russians, from 1925 until 
today, have been extending their 
Influence and power in China by 
means of allied Chinese, particular­ 
ly through the Chinese Communist 
party and the armies of Chu Teh 
and Mao Tzu-tung.

OW HERE has that propaganda 
been more constant and more 
effective than In the United States, 
where magazine writers and radio 
commentators, who generally take

In effect, 
mountain bandits sup­ 
ported by an allen power to keep 
their country in turmoil and there­ 
fore weak.

Bill Supported By Vets 
This bill has the support of the 
V eterans 
of 
Foreign 
Wars.

son bill, has agreed with its prin 
ciples. T h ese two service organiza­ 
tion have a com bined m em bership 
of alm ost 3,000,000, and are grow ­

labor, with its 15,300,000 members, 
is opposed to the measure.

HETHER he is flying a plane or 
building one, Howard Hughes is the 
kind of young man who does it in a hurry. 
Most people are talking about the things 
they are going to do in this bright new 
postwar world. Hughes already has his 
contribution well on the way. He is rush­ 
ing to completion the world’s biggest 
cargo plane—a 400,000 pound giant fly­ 
ing boat, 220-feet long and as high as a 
three-story building. 
Inheriting $17,000,000 when he was 18, 
Hughes started at the top and still is 
climbing. Fate made him a glamor boy, 
but his own enterprise made him an out­ 
standing flyer, airplane builder, airline 
operator, and motion picture producer. 
His interest in planes dates back to 
the time when he was only 14 and his 
father took him to a Yale-Harvard boat 
race. Howard favored Harvard and was 
promised he could have anything he 
wanted if the Crimson won. When the 


Harvard shell flashed home in front, the 
youngster asked for a $5 ride in an an­ 
cient, battered seaplane flown by a. for­ 
mer Navy aviator He liked his first ride 
so much he persuaded his father to let 
him take flying lessons from two barn­ 
storming aviators back home in Houston, 
Texas. Within a year he had his pilot’s 
license. 
Hughes made a handsome profit as a 
motion picture producer before he was 
25 His first picture was “Hell’s Angels,” 
an air epic which set a pattern Holly­ 
wood still is following. He became one 
of the world's outstanding pilots, setting 
a long string of speed records. Last year 
he obtained control of Transcontinental 
and Western Air, Inc., one of the coun­ 
try’s leading airlines. And now. in part­ 
nership with shipbuilder Henry J Kaiser, 
he is putting the finishing touches on 
the Hughes H-4, destined to pioneer in 
over-water cargo flying. 


A SIX-FOOTER, lean and handsome, Howard Hughes has the looks and the millions 
to be an idle playboy. He does enjoy the company of young ladies, particularly if 
they are beautiful, but his chief interest is aviation. His cross-country speed records 


have won him acclaim and recognition as one of the world’s top pilots. By nature 
shy and averse to personal publicity, he’d much rather be seated in a plane cockpit 
than perched atop an automobile in a triumphal procession like that shown above. 


HUGHES WAS AWARDED the Harmon trophy for his air exploits in 1936. In April 
of that year he set a new mark for the New York-Miami route. A month later he 
broke the Chicago-Los Angeles record. Above he is shown at the end of a speed flight. 


From Crate to 8-Engined Goliath 


• The aviation career that began when Howard Hughes took a hop in an 
antiquated $5-a-flight seaplane has been climaxed by the creation of his new 
H-4 air cargo carrier. Weighing over 200 tons, this huge plane is powered by 
eight 3,000 h.p. engines. It has 14 tanks, each holding 1,000 gallons of gas 
(approximately 42 tons of fuel). It is capable of reaching a top speed of 218 
miles an hour and can breeze along at a cruising speed of 175 miles an hour. 
The cargo floor can hold a load of 125 pounds a square foot and a 60-ton steam 
shovel could rumble aboard for overseas transport.
